TRENCHES TAKEN 
FROM THE TURKS 
ON TIGRIS RIVER 


London, February 23.—The British 
forces operating against the Turks in 
the Tigris region of Mesopotamia have 
captured two’ lines of trenches near 
Sannaiyat, according to an official 
Statement issued this evening. The 
Statement says: 

“Since the clearing of the Dahra 
bend (of the Tigris) all our efforts 
have been concentrated upon the tak- 
ing of the Sannaiyat position on 
left bank of the Tigris. There has 
been a systematic bombardment daily 
since the 17th, when our attack failed. 
All preparations were made for a new 
effort. 

“This attack was launched Thursday 
and two lines of trenches at the south 
end of the position were secured and 
consolidated. The fighting is still 
progressing. es 

“A heavy rain has caused the Tigris 
to rise to flood levels, hindering the 
operations and making the supply oft 
troops to the left bank a matter of 
difficulty.” 


GERMANS ATTACK 
ON GALICIA FRONT, 
BUT ARE REPULSED 


Petrograd, February 23.—(Via Lon- 
don. British Admiralty Per Wireless 
Press.)——German troops, after strong 
artillery preparation yesterday, launch- 
ed three attacks against the Russian 
positions east of Zlochoff in Galicia, 
and broke through the Russian lines, 
says today’s official statement issued 
by the war department. 

Counter attacks launched by the Rus- 
sians, the statement adds, drove back 
the Teutons to their original positions. 


Berlin, February .23.—(Via Sayville.) 
German troops penetrated a Russian 
position east of Zlochoff, Galicia, yes- 
terday, blew up four mine shafts and 
captured 250 men and two machine 
guns.

There was less violence 
than vesterday, rain late in the after- 
noon driving many women from the 
streets. 

At every store, standg or push carts 
where chickens, fish, potatoes or on- 
ions were on sale groups of women 
gathered and warned away would-be 
buvers. Disorders resulted when the 
police tried to break up these gather- 
ings. 

Two plainclothes men who attempted 
protect a woman who entered one 
the boycotted stores were attacked 
by an unruly crowd composed mostly 
of foreigners. They were knocked 
down and trampled.

Washington, February 23.—Republi- 


cans of the senate began a filibuster 
today that threw into the air all plans 
for the remaining eight working days 
of the session, threatening essential 
pending legislation and foreshadowing 
Opposition to any request President 
Wilson may make for authority to deal 
with the international crisis after con- 
gress adjourns.

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THE FOOD RIOTS. 

New Yerk housewives, “the mothers and 
wives of workmen,’ can see no reason nor 
justice nor sense in conditions under which 
they, “in the midst of plenty,” as they rep- 
resent to President Wilson, and their fam- 
ilies “are facing starvation.” 

Nor can anybody else; because there is 
no reason nor sense nor justice in such a 


condition, 

That something is fundamentally wrong 
in our governmental machinery which makes 
such as the existing conditions possible, all 
But as to what the trouble is, 
opinions differ. It is the province and the 
duty of the federal government to locate the 
defect and find and apply the remedy. 

Some say the trouble is due entirely to 
shortage of railroad cars. One of these is 
logan T. Williamson, Atlanta flour dealer, 
who, in a communication elsewhere upon 
this page, says that “the bread shortage 
situation in the eastern cities is purely a car 
shortage situation;” and in support of his 
contention that there is no dearth of flour 
but one only of cars, he says:

“Over and above all needs for home 
consumption between now and new 
crop, and after deducting a liberal plenty 
for seeding purposes, there is (per au- 
thoritative estimate) in this country to- 
day 84,000,000 bushels of wheat surplus 
to be carried into the new crop or sold to 
Kurope!”’

in this country, as regards expansion and

For some reason or other, 
will not trust itself in railroad in- 
vestment. Financiers are fearful of rail- 
road investments. Why is a moot question 
—just as the cause of the present foodstuffs 
situation is a moot question. The late 
James J. Hill. several years ago, speaking 
prophetically of the future of the railroad 
business in America, pictured conditions so 
nearly like those of today as to stamp him 
as possessing almost supernatural foresight. 
He professed then to foresee precisely the 
situation as it is today, and said it would 
come about through lack of confidence in 
railroad properties by capital, superinduced 
by interference and unjust 
“regulation.” 

But whatever or whoever is to blame for 
the food situation—whether the railroads, 
because of shortage of cars, or food specula- 
tors through greed, or both combined—it is 
for the government to ascertain and for the 
government to remedy; because there is 
something askew with our economic scheme 
of things somewhere that must not be suf- 
fered to continue until the consequences will 
dangerous to. the nation’s wel-

break down the barrier between urbanity 
and the soil; it directs the processes of the 
growing brain toward normal channels and 
away from flaccid excitements. 

if school gardening does these things, or 
only a part of them, it accomplishes 
mission. 

It makes no difference at all whether or 
not a large proportion of the products of 
the school garden are of the commonest 
forms of “garden sass,” or that certain of 
the pupils manifest greater interest in flow- 
ers than in cabbages and turnips; the under- 
lying fact is that the school garden does 
supply a bond between city and the land and 
it gives the city boys and girls a glimpse of 
the possibilities beyond, while teaching at 
least the rudiments of the employment of 
seeds, fertilizers and hand implements.

But the 
greatest triumph was in Ontario, the most 
populous of the provinces, where it had 
long been thought that centers like To- 
ronto, Hamilton and Ottawa would never 
consider the abolition of the salgon. Last 
spring, with not a dissenting vote, the 
legislature passed an act closing every 
bar and Tiquor shop, and it went into ef- 
fect September 16. ‘There is little evi- 
dence yet of the illicit selling of liquor,” 
states one writer, “and the police in the 
cities seem to be remarkably alert.” Que- 
bec has meanwhile adopted the Gothen- 
burg plan.

RELIEF IS PROMISED 
IN SHORTAGE OF CARS, 
SAYS C. C. M’CHORD 


In a telegram to the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday, from Washington, I. 
c., c. C. MeChord, of the interstate commerce 
commission, stated that inspectors reported 
substantial improvement in clearing conges- 
tions in certain centers, and promil¥d relief 
in the shortage of cars. The commission jis 
urging railroads to move empty box ears 
from New England and trunk-line territories 
to western and southern connections. 

The telegram was in reply to one from 

the executive committee of the chamber of 
about a week ago seeking relief from the 
shortage of coal cars in this territory, which 
at that time threatened a coal famine. The 
commission is not limiting its action to the 
movement of coal cars alone, but is trying 
to have box cars moved as well. Mr. Mc- 
Chord’s answer received Friday as fol- 
lows: 
“Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, Atlanta, 
Ga.: Your wire 19th. Commission is making 
urgent efforts to secure trainload movement 
empty. box cars from New England and 
trunk-line territories to western and south- 
ern connections which should afford relief 
shortage cars your territory. Similar efforts 
being made to secure prompt handling coal 
cars. Inspectors report substantial improve- 
ment in clearing congestions at certain 
centers.

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State Banks’ Shyness of 
Federal Reserve System 
Puzzle to the Officials 


In an address at the annual dinner in the 
Ansley hotel February 21, given by the At- 
lanta Chapter of the American Institute of 
Banking, M. B. Wellborn, chairman of the 
board of the federal reserve bank of Atlanta, 
discussed the moot question among bank- 
ers, of why such a comparatively few state 
banks to date have applied for membership 
In the federal reserve system. 

His address on this phase of 
follows, in part: 

“The attitude of state banks in 
members of the federal reserve system is 
somewhat peculiar. The public, through its 
commercial bodies and the business men gen- 
erally, are loud in their praises of the fed- 
eral reserve act and the practical workings 
of the system. This praise is due to the as- 
Sured benefit of those who are directly en- 
Sared in eommercial, agricultural and = in- 
dustrial] pursuits. It is quite strange then 
that So few of the state banks have seen 
fit to apply for membership, notwithstand- 
ing they have often been appealed to by the 
federal reserve board and those who are 
managing the federal reserve bank 

“By availing themselves of the 
of membership in the federal reserve 
they are not required to surrender theiv state 
charters, nor are they even required to 
Sstriet their customary activities in the 
ular course of transacting business. 
frue in some respects they would hz 
conform to the same laws that govern 
tional banks: For inustanee, they would 
required to limit loans to anv one 
firm or corporation to 0 per 
canital stock and surplus. This 
not a serious objection, for prudent 
Whethe state or national, do not care to lend 
excessive amounts to a single horrower. A 
State bank, if a member of the federal re- 
serve system, would have the same privileges 
aS a national bank in handing large trans- 
actions involving dealings in cotton, grain, 
or other readily marketable staples through 
the medium of bills of exchange. banker's ac- 
ceptances, and trade acceptances in suffi- 
ciently large amounts to accommodate the de- 
mands of trade. A member bank using this 
class of paper is not restricted by the 19 
per cent limit as on ordinary loans, such as 
promissory notes, 

- Would Not Curtail Ets Richt. 

A membership in the federal reserve 
S\ stem would not preelude a state bank from 
exercising its full charter and statutory 
rights as at present under the state laws. 
Perhaps the state banks balk on the question 
of reserves which they, like the national 
banks, would be required to earry with 
federal reserve bank, and here maybe 
where the ‘shoe pinches. The very essence 
of any great and comprehensive financial 
System is the mobilizing of the bank reserves, 
and holding them together as a_ protection, 
not only to the banking business itself but to 
Stabilize financial in order to give

“This, apparently, is perhaps the principal 
cause that keeps many state banks from 
Joining a financial system that is so uni- 
versally approved. It is true that the state 
banks can now keep their reserves in far- 
off financial: centers and receive thereon 
~ per cent to 3 per eent on their balances, 
but isn’t this move than compensated for in 
the protection and security affording by hav- 
ing their reserves in a federal reserve Dank 
Where they are assured it can be gotten 
when needed? is no doubt fresh in the 
memories of of you that when panics 
occurred in past, banks were unable to 
get their reserves from New York and other 
financial centers. They were perfectly help- 
less then, both the state and national banks. 
Those who were the heads of banks during 
those trving times can never forget it, and 
1 know they are thankful now that they! have 
a financial svsteim that is ready for any emer- 
gency and allays to a large extent all such 
‘fears as existed in former panies. I im- 
agine I can hear a state banker say that 
when panics occur ayain (and, gentlemen, 
they willsurely come inone formor another) 
they will get help through those who are 
members .of the federal reserve system. Isn't 
it quite likely in troublesome times the mem- 
ber banks would be busy looking after and 
taking care of their own customers? [ have 
heard some state bankers say that when we 
again encounter another panic then they 
would put in their application for member- 
ship; | fear this kind of financial death-bed 
repentance might not work so well at a 
critical time, for at such tiines there might 
be considerable delay in taking in new mem- 
bers; in an emergency, time counts for every- 
thing. 

Is Not “Panic Proof.” 

“The federal reserve act, like many good 
things, has received extravagant praise from 
its friends and some of its admirers have 
gone so far as to say that there would be 
no more panics. Well, we hope so, but I 
cannot bring myself to take such a rosy 
view of the future. The federal reserve 
system is a potential power in the financial 
world and with its present membership and 
large resources would be able to go a long 
way towards ameliorating a financial dis- 
turbance, but how much more potent and ef- 
fective it would be if the state banks and 
trust companies were also a part of the sys- 
tem! Ultimately, in my opinion, this will 
come to pass, for public opinion, which is the 
governing power of this country, will take 
a hand in this question and a way will be 
found to unify our financial system and 
compel all banks to be in one powerful or- 
ganization, the general welfare of the United 
States requiring it. This, to my mind, is a 
‘consummation devoutly to be wished.’ Per- 
haps, however, it may not be necessary for 
congress to bring this unification about; for 
the public although a little slow, is quite 
discerning, and in the fullness of time there 
will doubtless be a more sharp discrimination 
by the customers of banks, and feel quite 
sure the discrimination will be in favor of 
banks who are members of the federal re- 
serve system, 

“As. the system proceeds in 
ment and its daily workings 
familiar to the general public it is not un- 
likely that banks will be characterized as 
‘member banks’ and ‘non-member banks,’ in- 
stead of, as at present, ‘national banks’ and 
‘state banks.’ 

Liberal Regulations. 

“The regulations of the federal reserve 
board when issued were found to be so liber- 
al and fair to the state banks I cannot re.- 
call hardly a single instance where they were 
commented upon unfavorably by the state 
banks. The board even went so far as to 
provide that state institutions could with- 
draw from the system, a privilege that is 
not given to the national banks. 

‘Inder all the circumstances, isn’t’ it 
strange that they still decline the hearty and 
liberal invitations of the federal reserve 
board? 

“The authority to make examinations of 
state banks while members of the federal] 
reserve system is lodged with the federal re- 
serve board and it has in order to be liberal 
to the state banks and to save them from 
additional expense of two examinations pro- 
vided a regulation as follows: ‘In order to 
avoid duplication, the board will exercise 
the broad discretion vested in it by the 
act in accepting examinations of state banks 
and trust companies made by state authori- 
ties—-wherever these are satisfactory to the 
board and are found to be of the same standard 
of thoroughness as national bank examina- 
tions. Examiners from the staff of the board 
or of the federal reserve banks will, when- 
ever desirable, be designated by the board 
to act with the examination staff of the state 
in order that uniformity in the standard of 
examination may be assured.’ 

“Do they object to the supervision of the 
federal reserve board”? And if SO, why? Are 
they afraid to stand the same examination 
that the national banks have? 

“If these be the reasons, maybe a dis- 
criminating public will, in time, begin to 
think along these lines and the result might 
be that depositors will believe that it is more 
safe for them to put their deposits in a bank 
whieh is a member of the federal reserve 
svstem. It may be pertinent to ask if na- 
tional banks use any eXtra efforts to per- 
suade state banks to become members of the 
federal reserve system? I dare say they do 
not, for it could hardly be expected of them 
that they would be so altruistic as to induce 
their competitors to enter a system that 
would put the state banks on a parity with 
themselves, for the national banks are well 
aware that a membership in the federal re- 
serve system would result in making a keen- 
er and more formidable competition for de- 
posits, which, after all, is the very essence 
of the profitable part of the banking busi-

Of Wheat, Says Local Dealer 


With reference only 
to the extent that bread enters into or 
plays a part in the New York food riots, 
nay T throw some further light on the sub- 
ject that may relieve the grave and natural 
misapprehension of the general public that 
the shortage may spread to continent-wide 
proportions. 

Over and above all needs for home con- 
Sumption between now and the new crop, 
and after deducting ‘a liberal plenty for seed- 
ing purposes, there is (per authortative es- 
timate) in this country today 84,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat surplus to be carried into the 
new crop or sold to Europe. Perhaps enough 
to let every child in New York, Philadelphia, 
soston and Baltimore build playhouses of 
loaves of bread, after a full stomach on 
bread is guaranteed to our 110,000,090 popula- 
tion every day to July 1. 

The bread shortage situation in the east- 
cities is purely a car shortage situa- 

icxhausted supplies of wheat and flour 
or anything approximating scarcity is con- 
fined solely to our northeastern seaports, 
due to freight congestion in those ports. 

Dealers in these cities, whether justly 
or unjustly, began to ask abnormal premiums 
as against values in interior cities for thea 
well-nigh famine supply of spot flour. : 

With the exception of this’ eastern spot 
flour, values are nearly a dollar per barrel 
lower throughout this country than levels 
obtained many times previous during the 
war.

NOLL COMPANY GIVEN 
VERDICT AGAINST CITY 


After being out forty-six hours, the fed- 
eral jury in the case of the Noll Construction 
company against the city of Atlanta returned 
a verdict yesterday at noon for $13,482.63 in 
favor of the plaintiff. Interest is allowed on 
the amount of the judgment at the legal 
rate from January 1, 1913, thus making about 
$17,300 which the city will have to pay, 

This is the second time that this case has 
been tried. On the first trial the’ Noll com- 
pany was awarded a verdict of $13,500. Con- 
sidering the complicated accounts involved 
in the controversy, both juries passing on the 
case reached almost the same conclusion as 
to the amount due by the city.

The company replied that 
there were many features entering into the 
work of which it had no knowledge when 
the contract was made, and that much work 
was done which was not figured in the orig- 
inal contract.

London, February 23.—The Official 
Gazette tonight gives a list of articles 
the importation of which is prohibited.

and other periodicals exceeding six- 
teen pages in length; materials for the 
manufacture of leather boots and 
shoes, brandy, clocks and parts there- 
of, cloisonne wares, raw cocoa and 
preparations thereof; coffee, cotton 
hosiery, cotton lace and articles there- 
of, curios, diatomine and _ infusional 
earth, embroidery and needlework, fan- 
cy goods known as Paris goods and 
ornamental feathers and down, fire ex- 
tinguishers, - flowers, artificial and 
fresh: hats and bonnets, incandescent 
gas mantles, raw jute materials and 
matting, mops, painters’ colors and 
pigments, perfumery, photographic ap- 
paratus, pictures, prints, engravings, 
photographs and maps, plated and gilt 
wares, live quails, quebracho, hemlock, 
oak and mangrove extracts, rum, soy 
beans, stereoscopes, straw . envelopes 
for bottles and straw plaiting, tea.

DISCORD MARKS MEETING 
OF THE PEACE SOCIETIES 


New York, February 23.—Discord 
featured the session of the national 
conference of peace societies called by 
the American Peace society, when ; 
debate was begun late today ona reso- 
lution declaring the conference stands 
“unalterably onposed to war asa a 
means of the settlement of internation- 
al disputes.” 

“We are a mob of peace societies,’ 
declared Ann Garlin. Spencer, of Mead- 
ville, Pa. “I would rather have a meet- 
ing of people who never heard much of 
peace than to meet with this select and 
elect company.” 

The resolution finally was carried 
by a vote of 39 to 15. Other resolu- 
tions were passed declaring against 
compulsory military training and con- 
scription of any sort in time of war or 
peace; and against military training in 
the elementary or higher schools or 
colleges in the United States. A sys- 
tem oe physical training was approved 
as a substitute for military training. 

Another debate occurred before a 
vote was taken on a resolution calling 
for a referendum for war, which was 
passed later. Professor Emily Bach, 
of Wellesley, announced that the com- 
mittee on findings reported adversely 
on the referendum. The referendum 
was supported solidly by the members 
of the American Union Against Mili- 
tarism. 

Seven resolutions drafted by a com- 
mittee were adopted by the conference 
tonight. They provide for interview- 
ing President Wilson and expressing to 
him the necessity of keeping the coun- 
try out of war: the sending by indi- 
viduals of letters to members of con- 
gress embodving the same principles

Savannah, Ga., February 23.—( Spe- 
-jial.)—Several hundred negro farmers 
gathered at the Georgia State industrial 
college in their nineteenth annual farm- 
to listen to expert ad- 
vice on the boll weevil, gweneral farm- 
ing and rotation of crops. They have 
considered health problems, such as the 
prevention and cure of tuberculosis and 
‘pellagra, and have given out their ex- 
perience in heir several communities, 
some lessons of mutual benefit. Not a 
little time and attention is given to the 
negro exodus, the first announcement 
on this timelv subject coming from 
President R. R. Wright, who presided 
over the conference, in his opening ad- 
dress. Iie stated in this address that 
notwithstanding the fact that Georgia 
has an unenviable record in lynching, 
there is no state in the union where 
the colored people have better and 
wronger friends among the white peo- 
ple, and that he was heartily opposed 
to anv wholesale exodus of the colored 
people from the south.
